There have been a lot of excellent releases in the past few months. All you have to do is look at 
my Top 10 List for those... 

Some good news that I'm really excited about is WOLFBRIGADE have decided to come back from 
the dead. Here is a statement from the band taken from the PROFANE EXISTENCE message board 


It's official: we're back! 

We have reviewed the decision we made in 2004. During the TODAY'S OVERDOSE (with all 
WB members except Marcus) shows last summer we played a few WOLFPACK songs and 
that reminded us how much we missed this. We actually started planning that Last Show we 
promised in 2004, but we soon found ourselves talking about getting together again for real. 
So, just to end all possible gossip: this is not a temporary reunion, we have not been offered 
any crazy amount of money or any "too good to turn down" offers, nothing like that. We just 
missed it and we will be doing this properly. 

There were many factors that brought us to the point were WOLFBRIGADE wasn't fun 
anymore back in 2004. One, and the most obvious factor, was that we had grown tired of not 
working as a full band and we were striving in different directions. We didn't know what we 
wanted with the band anymore. Our bass player Marcus didn't play on the last 2 and a half 
records due to lack of time and interest, he had a family to take care of. We more or less had 
a band unit consisting of Micke, Jocke, Erik and Dadde and then we had Marcus as a live 
session bass player. And even if we were, and ARE good friends all of us, it didn't work the 
way we wanted. The decision to quit WB then was mutual. We even promised that we would 
do a last show after the US shows in 2004. But time passed and nothing happened. It came to 
the point were we pretty much had scraped the whole thing.... 

Since the breakup in 2004, four of us have continued playing in TODAY'S OVERDOSE with 
our friend Johan on bass, playing more rock'n'roll inspired hardcore, and we have been 
jamming on old WB stuff sometimes. We decided to play a few old gems last summer and 
that gave us appetite for more. But since Marcus have stopped playing music we choose to 
do it a bit different this time. The result is that Johan (TODAY'S OVERDOSE) is the new bass 
player of WOLFBRIGADE. Welcome to the brigade! 

What will happen to TODAY'S OVERDOSE then? We will continue for sure. But we are taking 
a break to do a few things with WB now. 

There are songs for a 12", but that will have to wait for now. 

We have been writing new songs the last couple of months. And we will enter SUNLIGHT 
studios with Tomas Skogsberg in February to record them. More information will fallow as 
soon as we know more. Just to let you know: The songs so far sound like a mix between the 
‘Allday Hell’ era and ‘Lycanthro Punk’. We're really excited about recording again! 

We will be playing our first shows in March so keep your eyes and ears open. We can't 
fucking wait.

H you've never heard of this band, they ЩА 

are from Sweden, and started back in 
1995 as WOLFPACK. Of note, is that their first — 
singer was Jonsson who sang for the Swedish d-beat 
hardcore band ANTI-CIMEX in the 805. In 1998 
though, they kicked him out and picked up a differ- 
ent vocalist. In 2000, they decided to change their 
name from WOLFPACK to WOLFBRIGADE because 
in Europe there was a neo-Nazi organization that 
shared the original name. In 2004 they had 
decided to call it quits for various reasons and had 
planned a final US tour, but due to their singer 
Micke developing severe health problems related to 
his throat, the tour was canned. I was gonna go to 
Montreal to see them actually, but then of course, I 
couldn't. They played two final shows in the USA in 
Spring 2004 and that was the end of WOLFBRI-

KYLESA’s new album ‘Time Will Fuse It's Worth’ is available now, however, I haven't gotten CONT 
to ordering copies of it yet. Hopefully in the next month or so... HAVOC RECORDS expects to 
release a new SEVERED HEAD OF STATE LP in early 2007, followed by a European tour. A Finnish 
band that you'll read a review for shortly, RAKKAUS, has a new 7” released on BARRAGE OF SALT 
RECORDS called ‘Kuolevan Maailman Hiljainen Kirous’. I’ve heard a song from it and it sounds 
even more pissed. Carl Auge, the man who played bass/how] for HIS HERO IS GONE, is involved 
with a new project called DRAIN THE SKY. They've got a CD-R release out on LIFE IS ABUSE 
RECORDS. It kind of reminds me of NEUROSIS, but maybe with a little more hardcore presence to it. 
Speaking of LIFE IS ABUSE, hopefully 2007 will be the year that brings the final DYSTOPIA release 
to press. Apparently the recording is all done, and they are waiting on mastering and the biggest 
part still needing to be completed: the artwork. While reading this book ‘924 Gilman’ edited by 
Brian Edge, I came across a band called CHRIST ON PARADE, which I had heard mention of previ- 
ously, but never heard. | managed to download some oí their stuff and it's pretty neat. I also did a 
little research and found a blog with info about the band. There were posts from members indicat- 
ing a possible new collection of their material to see release in 2007. Last, but not least, I was going 
through these data CD-rs with music on them and came across a pretty sweet band called ICON 
AD that I guess I had never given much of a chance to before. All I have is the mp3s for the 'Don't 
Feed Us Shit' 7". They were formed in Leeds, UK, in 1978, and got into the anarcho punk movement 
shortly after. The thing about them that caught my attention and strikes me as unique is they have 
this really cool sound with a bit of a STIFF LITTLE FINGERS or NEWTOWN NEUROTICS influence 
(but with female vocals), and they're singing anti-war lyrics. Certainly not your typical fodder for 
'Bullshit Detector' comp band (IE: a band that sounds like shit). They have a new collection CD 
released on OVERGROUND RECORDS called '...Lest We Forget'. Apparently this includes every- 
thing they've recorded. In the next couple of months I figure I'll make a move trying to acquire 
some copies. News can't all be good I guess, and some sad news is that I confirmed with Mike of 
WRENCH IN THE GEARS RECORDS that Chicago's THIN THE HERD has broken up unfortunately. 
Hopefully the folks from the band will carry on with something new. Only time will tell. 





ANTIPRODUCT: EPS of AP CD (2002 — Tribal War Records) 

ANTIPRODUCT was one of the most important bands to come out of the USA 

in the '90'. They delivered some awesome, catchy, crusty hardcore punk, wi- 

th a strong anarchistic message. They always delivered in this department, with lyrics 
about feminism, self-image, war, violence, patriotism, consumerism, animal liberation, 
vegetarianism/veganism, and much more. What's more important is their music was 
empowering, and written in a way that you could relate to. This is a collection of most of 
this band's output, however conspicuously missing is their LP, but this at least covers the 
out of print and unreleased. To be specific, included are: the Blinded By Patriotism 7", 
the Big Business and the Government Are Both The Fucking Same' 7", and a third previ- 
ously unreleased 7” that was recorded prior to the ІР Тһе Deafening Silence of Grinding 
Gears’. The packaging is pretty cool with a silk-screened cardboard sleeve, and a booklet 
with all the lyrics, and writings recording a detailed history of the band up to their fast 
tour, which sadly resulted in the end of the band. (Tribal War Records - 1931 West Burn-

APPALACHIAN TERROR UNIT: Armageddon Won't Be Brought By Gods... 7"

"Wash Off the Lies’ record by INTENSITY, but with more group vocals. ‘Old Glory’ is about 
blind patriotism, and has a rad group vocal chorus, "Old glory fades/old glory fades/old 
glory fades and frays..." ‘Flip the Switch’ is about how computers, TVs and other media 
can absorb ones life, and about rejecting that. Yours Not Mine’ is a stay-true type of 
song. That Joke Wasn't Funny in the First Place" is about lame racist jokes, and You've 
Been Cut’ seems to be a song about an ex-partner. The second and third songs blow my

LIBERATION 


In the last couple of years, in the USA especially, there has been a 
strengthened reaction against those who use property destruction 
as a meaas to inflict financial damage on businesses and people 
whe behave objectionably against other people, animals and the 
earth. To spell this out explicitly, laws are strengthened, and evoc- 
ative language is used, like ‘terrorism’, to demonize those who 
participate in anti-capitalist direct action, earth liberation, and 
animal liberation actions. A law like the Animal Enterprise Terror- 
ism Act in the USA attempts to dictate collective morality by en- 
shrining in law the skewed morality of a few who understand ter- 
rorism through it's financial effects, rather than through the suf- 
fering of people. 
1992 brought the Animal Enterprise Protection Act, which meant 
to protect those who made their money abusing and killing ani- 
mals, from financial damage inflicted by those who disagreed with 
their work. The AETA, signed in finality by GW Bush Nov 27, 
2006, carries off where the original left off expanding to any fin- 
aacial impact (“interference”) that could be experienced "taking 
into account resulting profit losses" (1). It also details levels of 
financial damage and physical/personal injury, with corresponding 
sentences (2). 

The major issue at hand is not that laws exist 

against these tactics (because these existed before), 


but some of the language included. Specifically, the talk of resti- 
tution and punishment for those who interfere with the ability for 
a company to make profit comes in a form that seems to crimi- 
nalize legal forms of dissent such as boycotts and civil disobedi- 
ence. Theres a possibility a striking labour force could be cons- 
idered interference if the picket line affects an animal enter- 
prise. 

There are however some “rules of construction” included at the 
end of the AETA that indicate "Nothing in this section shall he 
construed... to prohibit any expressive conduct protected from 
legal prohibition by the First Amendment to the Constitution" 
(2). Even in spite of this though, fears held by critics of the AETA 
are well founded. 

Will Potter of greenisthenewred.com notes that "legal, aboveg- 
round activists are the ones who should be most concerned about 
this vague and overly broad legislation’. Because the language 
of the whole Act is vague, “political opportunists can use the 
rhetoric and resources of the War on Terrorism against" previ- 
ously legal forms of dissent (3). This ambiguity could be enough 
to discourage legal forms of dissent. It should also be noted that 
in the United States, before this was even passed, the existing 
AEPA was used to “successfully prosecute seven Stop Huntingdon 
Animal Cruelty (SHAC) activists on “animal enterprise terrorism”

erty destruction, and arson are illegal. A more compassionate soc- 


lety would have frowned on vivisection, but thats not where we're 
at.

ime. Its wroug for animal/earth liberationists and anti-capitalists 
to be held for longer jail terms because of their ideals. A perfect 
example of this is Jeff Luers who is serving 22 years for damaging 
three SUV's, punished for the environmental motivation of his 


To call property destruction, animal liberation, and earth libera- 
tion, terrorism though is to focus on economic losses, as opposed 
to human suffering. It does a disservice to victims of terrorism 
who have suffered, died, lived life in fear, etc... as nothing more 
than leverage for someone's political motivations. Animal and 
earth liberators do not threaten, or commit violence against, the 
entire population to force a political end, they release animals 
from lives of suffering, and inflict economic damage on corpora- 
tions (non-living beings), that have по other means of understand- 
ing the world. I think if the average person took a moment to 
consider these crimes, most people don't hold violence against life 
in the same category as violence against property. Most people

don't experience an act of animal liberation in the same way they 

experienced the September 11th World Trade Center attack, the 

anthrax scare in the mail, or the DC sniper attacks. 

Third and most important, most people probably realize that the 

State and corporations have the monopoly on violence and terror- 

ism, and it's merely a matter of who is in power that determines 
he meaning of a word like terrorism. 

I've said it before, and I'll say it again, these people (lawmakers, 
orporate bosses, vivisectors, etc...) spend their days forcing 
thers to eat their shit, but when it comes time for a taste of it 

themselves they don't want it.

TOXIC HOLOCAUST made it to Peterborough with RAMMER. It 

was really simplistic metal like BATHORY, HELLHAMMER and ON-

because the sound was almost like blackened d-beat or something. 
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October 16th was a highly anticipated day for me. | boarded a Greyhound and traveled to Toronto to see the almighty IRON 
MAIDEN!!! I wasn't the only one on the bus either, but | didn't figure out how many were until later after the show. | was a little 
anxious because I'd never been to a show at a venue like the Air Canada Centre. Í also had never had to watch a band from a prede- 
termined seat either. It didn't matter though because all that mattered was that I was going to see IRON MAIDEN. Even before the 
band started the entire stadium was standing, cheering, in anticipation of MAIDEN. I'll dispense with the rumours about the show. 
Yes, they DID play their entire new album. How did I feel about this? Well, | was obviously disappointed at not getting to hear ALL 
the classics that I wanted to hear, but I do like their new album as well, so | was happy enough just to see the band. With that oat of 
the way, the set was amazing. The stage was arranged with military gear and nets hanging down with mannequins in fatigues 
tangled up in the mesh. The runway forming a semi-circle around the hand was decorated to look like a trench from the front, with 
Nicko McBrain on drums set back into the centre of the runway. Stage-left, was Janick Gers, then Adrian Smith and Dave Murray 
hung out in the same area on stage-right, then moving around the stage rocking enthusiastically, was Steve Harris. Bruce Dickinson 
was all over the stage, running back and forth on the runways, and dramatically addressing the crowd with exaggerated body move- 
ments, shielding his eyes from the lights above, and taking long views at the audience. Occasionally though, Bruce would go behind 
the stage and yell at the sound people because of his voice failures. | could see this clearly from where I stood, bat | tried to cut the 
man some slack. Highlight of this part of the set was The Longest Day’ when the entire arena sang the chorus. After the new album 
had been performed in its entirety, the band played the opening riffs of ‘Fear of the Dark’ and the crowd, which had already been 
excited, became even more so at the prospect of hearing a classic. This was amazing, especially for crowd participation. They finished 
their set with their namesake ‘Iron Maiden’. During this song a prop emerged from behind the ‘trench’, it was a life size tank with 
Eddie driving it. It was also during this song that a man across the aisle from me in the seats was trying to get my attention. He was 
playing air guitar and wanted me to see. I looked at him grinning 
and yelled, “Fucking A man! MAIDEN!!!" or something. But he was 
still trying to draw my attention to what he was playing air guitar 
with. I looked closely and discovered he was playing air guitar with 
his prosthetic leg, while his stump flailed wildly as he balanced on 
his good leg. | started laughing and cheered him even more. After 
‘Iron Maiden’, Bruce addressed the audience with a speech explain- 
ing the most important part of MAIDEN was us, the fans. This was 
the end... or was it? NO! It's time for the encore! The band re-em- 
erged and ripped through ‘Two Minutes to Midnight’, "Evil that Men 
Do’ and ‘Hallowed Be Thy Name’. During this final song, | never wa- 
ated it to end — | wanted to hear my favourite albums in their eati- 
rety... but it was not to be. MAIDEN fans filed out of the Air Can- 
ada Centre into the streets of Toronto and | walked back up the stre- 
et towards the bus station. On my way, I began talking to a man 

| named Vladimir. He was from Ottawa and had come to see MAIDEN 
again by Greyhound. He wanted guidance getting back there and 
bought me a peach juice, and himself a coffee for the walk. We 
talked the whole way back to the Greyhound about metal, Canada, 
and Serbia, which he was originally from. We also ended up on the 
same bus with a bunch of other MAIDEN fans on their way back to 
Peterborough and Ottawa, again talking about metal and rock mus- 
ic. All in all, the night was amazing. I saw an amazing baad, and

The next day, I was back in Peterborough to see the legendary Canadian SUBHUMANS. | was pretty disappointed with the turnout.

CHRANKNICAL AUTHORITY TRIP 





I had planned to do a writing about Ungdomshusets situation prior to their eviction, but 
now | feel even more obligated to do so given the developments since March 1st. 


Thursday, March 1, 2007, at 7:00 AM, city police evicted the occupants of Ungdomshu- 
set with help from anti-terrorist task force police. It wasn't long before demonstrations 
began and these eventually developed into a street battle between police and supporters 
of Ungdomshuset. 





Before I go too far into current events, I will relay some background info. One thing I've learned from reading Orwell, and from 
dealing with my words being skewed by the press, as well as reading skewed articles by those who are supposedly ‘us’, there are 
different sides to different stories, and ‘us’ is just as likely to embellish as ‘them’. Bear this in mind as you read the information I 


provide, but also remember that from my own reading of the mainstream news it seems to be the case that the background has 
been left out. This has been done deliberately in a way to make everything thats happened since March 1st appear to be a discon- 
nected, illegitimate, explosion of violence. [ say deliberate because the information IS THERE, but a fot of the articles I've read 
seem to ignore the details of the history behind Ungdomshuset and it's dealings with the City of Copenhagen. 
















They also seem to use the word ‘squatters’ in a pejorative sense that also mystifies the background behind the conflict. By using 
the terms ‘squatter’ it's almost like it explains that the people are already in the wrong before anything else and therefore have no 
legitimate grounds for confrontation. 


$0 WHAT IS UNGDOMSHUSET? 


Ungdomshuset was apparently built by Copenhagen's (Denmark) workers movement in 1897 to function as a base of operations "in 
the struggle for social justice" (1) and apparently they held meetings and parties here. At this time it was appropriately called 
"House of the People’. Lenin (Vladimir Ilyich Ulyanov) had even visited there (4). By the 1950's, Ungdomshuset was used much less 
as trade unions moved their operations to their own halls, and eventually it became an unoccupied building with historical merit. ln 
1982, a growing squatter's movement seized Ungdomshuset and arrived at an agreement with the city for the use of the building. 
It was then, and since this time, that Ungdomshuset developed into ‘the Youth’s House’, a counter cultural community centre oper- 
ated by volunteers interacting freely, organized inte working groups also interacting freely, making decisions using the consensus 
model (IE: NOT majority rules) (1). Furthermore, the group has only five major guidelines: no sexism, no heterosexism, mo racism, 
no violence, no hard drugs (2). 


WHY AN EVICTION? 


For seventeen years Üngdomshuset carried on in this way operating shows, meetings, art exhibits, and as a huh for many forms of 
activism. Then in 1999, the City of Copenhagen decided to sell the building, “ignoring the agreement from 1982 stating that the 
right of usage belongs to the activists" (3). The house was sold to a company called Human A/S for 2.6 million DKK, and then 


within a year of purchase, the Faderhuset religious sect who had originally shown interest in purchasing the building purthased 
enough shares in Human A/S to gain control of the 


building. This somehow voided the ability of the city to 
buy the building back, although the information sur- 
~ rounding this is unclear on the Ungdomshuset website 
(3). 
Faderhuset, described by Ungdomshuset activists as 
Christian and "right-winged"', sued four representatives 
of the building demanding eviction, and 800,000 DKK 
for not being able to use the building. This led to a trial 
in the City court where it was decided in January 2004, 
that Faderhuset had the right of ownership and usage, 
but could not have compensation. Both sides appealed 
the ruling, in Ungdomshuset's case for the continued 
right to usage of the building, and in August 2006, the 
National court ruled in Faderhuset's favour, and ordered 
the activists of Ungdomshuset out by December 14, 
2006 (3). 
Ungdomshuset activists have also speculated that 
Faderhuset has actually sold the building “to a fund set 
up to continue its (Faderhuset's) existence and are 
instead examining the possibilities of tearing the house 
down... Faderhuset are cynical speculators in quest for 
money” (3). 
The conclusion of this is that Ungdomshuset had no 
legal options remaining because they were denied the 
ability to take the issue to the Supreme Court (3). Ung- 
domshuset had even made offers om the building of up 
to 2 million Euro and this has been rejected (7). It 
seems the City has also suggested they buy another 
| house, however the group has left the ball in the Citys 





























. court to offer them another free building with.the same [ 
| terms as previous (which does not seem possible) (6). 





Clearly, this fight could not end quietly in a courtroom, with an orderly eviction to follow. 


“BRICKS RAIN DOWN ON THE BOYS IN BLUE" 

On February 28th, Ungdomshuset issued a communiqué to the international counter cultural community thanking people and organi- 
zations for support. This also welcomed travelers, and urged people planning to travel to Copenhagen to defend the building and 
take part in post-eviction demonstrations to be prepared, and that arrangements had been made to feed and shelter guests (8). The 
next morning, the police evicted Ungdomshuset. 

This was what led to aggressive demonstrations throughout Copenhagen, from March Ist onwards. As said earlier, the demonstra- 
tions quickly developed into full-scale street fighting between police and activists and raged through the weekend. | arrived at work 
at 7:00 AM Sunday to see news footage showing fighting, tear gas, concussion grenades, brick-throwing, well-thrown Molitov cock- 
tails, burning barricades, etc... | was pleasantly surprised to see that the dedicated revolutionaries of Copenhagen (and of many 
other countries) have had an effect worthy of international news media attention. Apparently up to 650 people have been arrested 


since March 1st, and there was a significant number (over 100) of forei 





SOLIDARITY 

Since March 1st, when the word spread quickly throughout the world about the eviction solidarity demonstrations have 
been held internationally in locations such as Israel, Germany, Sweden, Austria, France, Russia, Norway, Finland, Lith- 
uania, Poland, Japan, Australia, Canada, USA, Switzerland, Greece, Ireland, Great Britain, Spain, Holland and more.

COPS ON FIRE 


THE POLITIKEN NEWSPAPER ESTIMATED THE COST OF THE RIOTS INCLUDING SMASHED WINDOWS AND 
TORCHED VEHICLES AND CLEAN-UP OPERATIONS AT AROUND 14 MILLION KRONER (2.4 MILLION DOLLARS).” (5) 
Now, as of March 5th, Ungdomshuset is in the process of being demolished, apparently by masked 
workers using equipment with no visible demolition company logos (5). 


It's common for some to criticize the deployment of property destruction and direct confrontation. Citizens 


of Copenhagen may indeed have felt hostage of the street fighting. However, the power was in the hands 
of the City to avoid a situation like this. The needs of Ungdomshuset were clear. The City violated the orig 
inal agreement with Ungdomshuset. The City failed to right the mistake by providing a realistic alterna- 
tive. Finally, the City failed to take seriously the importance and value this centre had locally, nationally, 
and internationally. 


Ungdomshuset had been a canvas, on which the creative energy of counter culture from Copenhagen, and 
the rest of the world, inspired by total liberty and autonomy, had painted a masterpiece. Now Copenha- 


gen is a canvas, bearing this same creative urge, because to paraphrase Bakunin, “the urge to destroy is 
also a creative urge’.

Saturday, July 21st, 2001, there was a police raid in Genoa, Italy 


at a school used by anti-capitalist protesters as a hase of opera- 


tions. 
The circumstance behind all this is July 20 — 23rd, 2001, there 
were meetings of the G8 being held in Genoa, Italy. The G8 (or 
Group of Eight) is an international organization of the goverame- 
nts of Canada, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, Russia, the United 
Kingdom and the United States, for the purpose of discussing eco- 
nomy and policy on a wide variety of issues. On this particular we- 
ekend, anti-capitalists also descended on Genoa, Italy, for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating opposition to, and perhaps even disrupt the 
meeting of the G8. Why disrupt a meeting of the world's major in- 
dustrialized countries? Part of it seemed to be a call for the major 
industrialized countries to pay attention to issues like the AIDS cr- 
isis in Africa, and the plight of other less privileged peoples. It w- 
as also part of a wider open struggle against capitalism — a way 
to say loudly and clearly “NO”. 

Й So aside from regular special-interest activists, there was also a 
very large contingent of organized Black Bloc protesters. This par- 

fl ticular protest seems to be a widely known case of police subver- 

sion of the Black Bloc tactic, by starting their ewn Black Bloc that 
allegedly attacked other protesters and generally ran amok. Hon- 
estly, there must have been some destruction and vandalism that 
anti-capitalists took part in, but the overall reaction against pro- 
testers by police was completely out of hand. One of the most well 
known resalts of this open street fighting between anti-capitalists 
and police was the murder of Carlo Giuliani by a police officer (all 
charges against him dropped). However, out of all the reports and 
communiqués coming out of the independent media channels 
during the protests, one incident that occarred at Scolastico A Diaz 
on July 21, 2001, struck me quite hard. 


The BBC reported that "nearly 300 officers, most dressed in 
riot gear, forced their way Into the Diaz school...” where “dexens 
of people were injured in the raid, as police also smashed wind- 
ows and destroyed computers”. | had read an extremely meving 
report by a person who was inside the school that was raided and 
brutalized. | was so moved that in the fall of 2005 when ту ban- 
d CRAZY BOMBER formed, our very first song was actually writt- 
en about this disgusting example of State terror.
